NEW ATOM PILE 
TO BE OPERATED 


Will Have More Power Than 


One Now At Oak Ridge 


Bt Th* Awocim1*d Presa. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 26—Plans 
for a new atomic chain reactor pile 
at Oak Ridge “several tim es” more 
powerful’’ than the one now oper­ 
ating at the Tennessee plant were 
announced Thursday by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
A member of the commission 
staff said the pile will open new 
opportunites to explore some of 
the "many things about the atom 
th at still are a mystery to sci­ 
ence”. 
He said It will offer means for 
developing more powerful atomic 
energy. 
The plans were disclosed In an 
announcement that the- control of 
the Clinton Atomic Laboratories at 
Oak Ridge will be taken over by 
the University of Chicago under a 
four-year 
contract. 
Since 
July, 
1945, the laboratory has been op­ 
erated by the Consanto Chemical 
Co. 
Fourteen 
southern 
universities 
members of the Oak Ridge Insti­ 
tute of Nuclear Studies, “will co­ 
operate with the University of Chi­ 
cago in research requiring Intensi­ 
ties not now available”. 
The announcement also said the 
laboratory will continue its efforts 
to apply atomic pow'er to industry. 
Engineering and industrial firms 
are co-operating in this program. 
The program includes a school 
for the training of scholars and In­ 
dustrial nersonnfel to spread the 
“know-how” of producing and ap­ 
plying atomic energy as widely as 
possible 
throughout 
the 
nation. 
There will be “on-the-job" train­ 
ing for graduate students who will 
be given credit toward advanced 
degrees. 
The program brings to a total of 
52 the universities sponsoring this 
plan of expanding atomic knowl­ 
edge. 
Besides the 14 southern universi­ 
ties, 29 are participating in the 
work of the Argonne National Lab­ 
oratory at Chicago and nine east­ 
ern universities are allied with the 
the Brookhaven^ National lab o ra­ 
tory a t Patchogue, Long Island. 
The 14 southern Institutions al­ 
lied with the Clinton project are

ERLIN, Sept. 26—There is treas­ 
ure beneath the bomb ruins of 
Berlin and 
the rule Is finders 
keepers even when the treasure 
consists of such utilitarian articles 
as 
cooking 
stoves 
and 
kitchen 
pans. 
Such hard-to-get articles are as 
good as gold in a broken country 
starved for consumer goods. One 
man with initiative and energy 
enough to dig into the rubble for 
them Is Heine Bauer, * former 
prisoner of war who calls him­ 
self “a toreador In the arena of 
life”. 
Actually, Bauer is a miner, dig­ 
ging stoves and pots and pans out 
of mountains of building rubble, 


B A U ER W A S a hotel chef 4n 
Berlin before the war. 
As a sol­ 
dier he was taken prisoner and 
when he was released at the end 
of 1945, he says “I faced a blank 
future”. 
He wanted to set himself up as a 
restaurateur, but there was no 
equipment. 
But Bauer had a good 
memory and he was familiar with 
the kitchens of many of Berlin’s 
big hotels and restaurants. 
He assembled a crew of men 
and began prospecting in the rub­ 
ble on a great frying pan hunt. 
It 
was 
risky 
business 
because 
neither he nor his men had much 
to eat and people are getting killed 
or injured here jvery day by the 
collapsing walls of war-damaged 
buildings. Further, the huge ranges 
and kettles they hauled out from 
under yards-deep rubble were very 
heavy. 
“We sweat blood and water,” 
Bauer said. 
“One day one of the 
utensils fell and smashed my left 
foot. 
I was laid up for weeks.” 


BU T T H E T R E A SU R E S thus re­ 
covered were well worth the ef­ 
fort.

Adam Guth, board chairman of 
the Cleveland Retail Meat Dealersi 
Association, said:

It is said to refer 
to the ancient practice of extend­ 
ing a pan or bowl for alms, which 
still is the custom In the Orient. 
In the United States tambourines 
are employed for the same purpose 
by certain charitable organizations 
which rely chiefly on small dona­ 
tions aa the source of their in­ 
come. 
However, 
in 
American 
usage, 
the term panhandler is used oniy 
to designate an able-bodied man 
who sidles up to one and mutters 
a request for a dime “for a cuppa 
coffee”, or a quarter for a night's 
lodging or a meal.
